The life story of Herr Stinnes, whose

ently suceessfal in’ all his‘business enter- 
prises, Lt is not possible to tell a romantic 
story of his triumphant overthrow: of early 
obstacles, or his laborious rise to affluence 
from the traditional condition of honest 
poverty. " The fact is that Hugo Stinnes: 
enjoyed yery considerable nilvantages 
even at the outset of his career, 
parents” were wealthy people, and his 
paternal grandfather, Mathias. Stintles, 
was wanan ‘of great influence in the dis 
triety of Westphalia aud the Ruhr when 
Hugo way born th faq. At the “age of 
[7% young Hugo Stiunes inherited his 
grandfather’, entire business, which at 
the comprised ‘ several flourishing 
coal-mines, ‘and fleets of tugs and barges. 
Iv was not long before the young man 
gave evidence of hiv remarkuble business 
aptitude. Irom and steel came quickly 
into” the “orbit of his activitios, being 
followed by ventures in vigetrical works, 
shipping and railways, newspaper enter- 
prises, and hotels. :
